Annual  Town  Meeting 


TOWNSEND,  MARCH  2,  1925 

Agreeable  to  the  Warrant  the  annual  town  meeting  was  held  on 
the  above  date  in  Memorial  Hall. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  T.  E.  Flarity, 
at  6  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  the  Warrant,  as  far  as  Article  1,  was  read  by 
the  Town  Clerk. 

Voted,  that  the  further  reading  of  the  Warrant  be  deferred  until 
10  o'clock. 

J.  R.  Arlin,  L.  S.  Marshall,  L.  E.  Hurley,  and  I.  M.  Rusk  were 
sworn  as  ballot  clerks  by  the  Moderator. 

The  ballots,  tally  sheets,  ballot  box,  etc.,  were  delivered  to  the 
chairman  of  the  election  officers,  T.  E.  Flarity,  the  Town  Clerk 
taking  from  him  the  proper  receipt  for  the  same;  the  polls  were  then 
declared  open. 

At  9  o'clock  the  following  were  sworn  by  the  Moderator  as  tel- 
lers: Mrs.  W.  A.  Russell,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Mead,  and  Mrs.  Agnes  Sherwin. 

The  meeting  in  town  affairs  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock 
a.  m.    The  remainder  of  the  Warrant  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Owing  to  the  small  number  present  it  was  voted  that  a  recess 
be  taken  until  11  o'clock. 

At  11  o'clock  the  meeting  was  again  called  to  order.  Action  on 
the  several  articles  was  taken  as  follows: 

Article  1.  Voted,  that  all  officers  not  required  to  be  elected 
by  ballot  be  appointed  by  the  selectmen. 

Art.  2.  The  Treasurer  called  attention  to  one  or  two  omissions 
in  her  report,  also  to  the  fact  that  her  report  and  that  of  the  Tax 
Collectors  as  printed  did  not  agree.  The  auditors  made  a  supple- 
mentary report  in  relation  to  that  rendered  by  the  Tax  Collector, 
showing  the  correct  statement  of  his  account.  A  copy  of  their  report 
appears  further  along  in  these  records. 
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Voted,  that  there  Ix'  ilo  olTicxr  known  as  chief  of  police  until 
such  time  as  the  town  accepts  the  act  which  allows  the  appointment 
of  such  an  officer. 

V^oted,  that  the  Tax  Collector's  report  be  referred  back  to  him 
for  correction. 

With  these  corrections  it  was  voted  that  the  reports  of  the  officers 
and  committees  be  accepted. 

Art.  3.  Voted,  that  the  selectmen  be  instructed  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Division  of  High- 
ways, in  accordance  with  Sections  26,  27,  28,  and  29  of  Chapter  81 
of  the  General  Laws,  whereby  a  portion  of  the  sum  available  under 
this  act  be  appropriated  and  expended  in  Townsend. 

Art.  4.  The  Moderator  stated  that  unless  otherwise  ordered 
all  money  raised  under  this  article  would  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  heads  of  the  departments  making  the  recommendations. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  transfer  to  sur- 
plus revenue,  as  soon  as  it  becomes  available,  any  balance  there  may 
be  on  the  Lunenburg  Road  Bridge  account. 

And  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  rate  for  1925,  that  this 
amount  and  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  be  transferred  from  the  surplus 
revenue  and  that  the  assessors  use  these  amounts  in  making  the  tax 
rate  for  1925.

Art.  5.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  act  as  a  committee  for  the 
suppression  of  vice  and  to  prosecute  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town. 

Art.  6.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  act  as  agents  to  prosecute 
and  defend  all  suits  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  power  to  employ 
counsel. 

Art.  7.  Voted  that  the  money  refunded  to  the  town  on  account 
of  dog  licenses  be  used  for  the  public  library. 

Art.  8.  Voted  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  borrow,  from  time  to 
time,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  year  beginning  Janu- 
ary 1,  1925,  and  to  issue  a  note,  or  notes,  therefor,  payable  within 
one  year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from 
the  revenue  of  the  said  financial  year.   The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Art.  9.  Voted  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $6000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1926,  and  to  issue  a  note,  or  notes,  therefor, 
payable  within  one  year,  and  any  debt,  or  debts,  incurred  under  this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  the  said  financial  year,  and  that 
no  part  of  said  loan  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  any  bills  for 
the  year  1925. 

The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Art.  10.  Voted  and  chose  Lyman  A.  Cook  as  director  of  Agri- 
culture and  Home  Economics,  the  amount  asked  for  under  this  article 
having  been  appropriated  in  the  budget. 

Art.  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
for  new  sidewalks,  the  same  arrangments  to  be  made  wdth  abutters 
as  in  previous  years. 
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Art.  12.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  enter  into 
a  new  contract  with  the  l-  itchhurg  (;as  and  Electric  Light  Company 
for  street  lights  in  Townsend. 

Art.  13.  Voted  not  to  change  the  candle  power  of  the  street 
lights  at  West  Townsend  and  the  Center. 

Art.  14.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $75.00 
for  the  staking  out  of  a  new  section,  and  the  grading  of  an  avenue  in 
the  cemetery  at  Townsend  Center. 

Art.  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $225.00 
for  repairs  to  the  two  road  machines. 

Art.  16.    Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Art.  17.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $40.00  to 
pay  Alexander  Reed  for  the  care  of  the  watering  trough  at  West 
Townsend  for  the  years  1916  to  1923  inclusive. 

Art.  18.  Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Section  6,  Chapter 
148,  relative  to  the  inspection  and  the  compulsory  cleaning  up  of  fire 
hazards.  The  Selectmen  shall  annually  in  March  appoint  some  one 
to  have  charge  of  this  work. 

Art.  19.  The  committee  on  town  water  supply  made  their  re- 
port: 

Voted  that  the  report  be  accepted  as  one  of  progress. 

Art.  20.  Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  391,  of  the 
Acts  of  1920  and  amended  by  Chapter  304  of  the  Acts  of  1923,  being 
"An  Act  to  Authorize  the  Town  of  Townsend  to  Supply  Itself  and 
Inhabitants  with  Water." 

Art.  21.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  author- 
ized and  directed  to  petition  for  legislation  for  authority  to  borrow 
an  additional  sum,  not  to  exceed  $65,000.00,  to  establish  a  water 
supply  system. 

Art.  22.  The  committee  on  new  school  house  and  of  the  sani- 
tary conditions  at  the  Center  School  made  the  following  report: 
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REPORT  OF  HOUSING  COMMITTEE 

The  committee  chosen  to  work  with  the  School  Committee  have 
worked  on  the  problem  for  some  time  and  with  everything  taken  into 
consideration  we  feel  that  we  are  justified  in  asking  the  town  for  an- 
other two-room  building  similar  to  the  one  we  already  have,  which 
will  call  for  the  expenditure  of  $5000.00. 

The  committee  feel  that  the  buildings  are  too  good  to  be  thrown 
away  and  with  the  addition  of  two  rooms  the  school  should  be  taken 
care  of  for  some  time  to  come. 

In  changing  over  the  toilet  system  which  your  committee  have 
recommended,  it  will  take  one  small  class  room  which  must  be  pro- 
vided for  somewhere  else  and  by  the  addition  of  a  two-room  building, 
it  will  remove  the  class  from  Memorial  Hall,  and  one  grade  from  the 
main  building,  providing  ample  room  for  all. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  a  school  in  Memorial  Hall  is  much 
greater  than  the  maintenance  of  a  two-room  building  on  the  school 
grounds,  also  the  inconvenience  to  the  public  of  keeping  a  school  in 
.Memorial  Hall,  and  if  another  class  has  to  be  placed  in  the  hall  the 
expense  for  changing  the  toilet  system  at  the  hall  for  school  purposes 
as  recommended  by  the  state  inspector  in  one  of  our  previous  reports 
will  be  added.

REPORT  OF  SANITATION  COMMITTEE 

Your  committee  have  found  after  looking  over  the  sanitary  con- 
dition at  the  Center  School  building,  that  it  is  advisable  for  the  town 
to  do  something  to  eliminate  the  present  conditions  and  in  order  to 
do  so  the  committee  recommend  taking  the  laboratory  on  the  first 
floor  of  wing  and  small  room  on  second  floor  of  main  building  directly 
above  for  toilets.

This  would  necessitate  the  putting  the  chemical  laboratory  on 
the  second  iloor,  usinj;  part  of  the  large  room  in  the  wing,  which  is 
very  much  better  and  safer  than  at  the  present  time. 

These  conditions  and  changes  have  been  U)oked  over  very  care- 
fully by  Mr.  Heyer,  the  state  inspector,  who  approves  of  the  changes 
and  was  first  to  recommend  the  changing  of  the  chemical  laboratory. 

(ioing  back  to  the  toilet  system,  a  septic  tank  to  take  care  of 
the  system  would  be  6x6x18  feet  in  three  compartments,  complete 
would  cost  ^1^500.  The  toilets  all  installed  in  the  two  rooms  would 
cost  approximately    105 0.00. 

Then  there  is  the  expense  of  cleaning  out  the  basement  which 
means  removing  the  old  toilets  and  such  of  the  cement  and  earth  as 
necessary  and  to  refill  and  cement  the  floors,  also  whiten  the  walls 
and  putting  basements  in  a  sanitary  condition  for  $275.00.  There 
must  be  w^ater  for  the  toilet  system  and  your  committee  recommend 
laying  a  pipe  from  the  Fessenden  system  until  such  time  as  the  town 
shall  provide  itself  with  water,  which  will  cost  approximately  S500.00. 
Or  by  buying  a  pumping  outfit  and  getting  water  from  a  well  driven 
on  Mr.  Howard's  property. 

At  present  time  your  committee  have  available  for  this  system 
$692.70.

On  motion,  voted  that  action  under  this  article  be  divided. 

A  motion  was  then  made  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be 
accepted  and  the  recommendations  adopted.    The  motion  was  lost. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  voted  to  reconsider  the  vote  whereby 
it  was  voted  not  to  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  on 
sanitation. 

It  was  then  voted  to  accept  and  adopt  the  recommendations  of 
the  committee  and  that  the  sum  of  $1632.30  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  that  purpose. 

The  Moderator  then  stated  that  unless  objections  were  raised 
the  polls  would  be  closed,  there  being  none  it  was  so  declared  at 
3.15  p.  m. 
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Art.  23.  A  motion  was  made  that  there  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  $5000.00  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new 
two-room  schoolhouse  on  the  Center  School  lot,  and  to  meet  said 
appropriation  there  be  raised  in  the  levy  of  the  current  year  the  sum 
of  $600.00  and  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men, be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $4400.00 
and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  said  bonds  or  notes 
to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  19,  Chap- 
ter 44,  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not 
more  than  10  years,  or  such  earlier  dates  as  the  Treasurer  and  Select- 
men may  determine. 

After  much  discussion  this  motion  on  a  rising  vote  was  defeated. 

Art.  24.  Voted  to  pass  the  article  as  action  had  been  already 
taken  under  article  22. 

Art.  25.  Voted  that  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the 
sum  of  $472.08  to  pay  school  bills  of  1924  as  listed  and  filed  with 
the  Town  Treasurer. 

Art.  26.  Voted  that  the  School  Committee  be  authorized  to 
lease  the  halls  in  the  Center  School  building  to  North  Star  Lodge 
No.  144,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Art.  27.  Voted  that  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum 
$75.00  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  town  forest. 

Art.  28.  Voted  that  the  town  accept  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Charles  B.  Hart,  the  sum  of  $35,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a  library  building  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  his  will. 
This  fund  to  remain  in  the  temporary  custody  of  the  Selectmen, 
Town  Treasurer,  and  Trustees  of  the  Library. 

Art.  29.  Voted  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  study  the 
needs  of  the  town  relative  to  a  site  and  the  erection  of  a  library 
building,  and  that  the  sum  of  $100.00  be  raised  and  appropriated 
for  the  use  of  that  committee. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  and 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as  that  committee. 

Art.  30.  Voted  to  accept  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Charles 
B.  Hart,  the  sum  of  $1000.00  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be 
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expended  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Hart  lots  in  the  cemetery  at 
Towmsend  Center. 

y\Ri.  M.  Voted  to  accei)t  from  the  estate  of  Annice  M.  (iilson 
the  sum  of  ,^^1 00.00  in  trust,  the  ,inc(jme  therefrom  to  be  expended 
for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Annice  M.  (iilson  lot  in  the  cemetery  at 
Townsend  Center. 

Art.  32.  Voted  to  accept  from  the  estate  of  Annice  M.  Cilson, 
the  sum  of  .1^150.00  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  expended 
toward  paying  the  expense  of  Memorial  Day,  this  fund  to  be  known 
as  the  "Annice  M.  Gilson  Memorial  Service  P\md." 

Art.  33.  The  motion  was  made  that  the  pay  of  the  two  steamer 
companies  be  raised  to  $20.00  per  year  and  poll  tax,  with  extra  pay 
for  all  fires  of  a  longer  period  than  one  hour,  this  extra  pay  to  apply 
to  members  of  the  Harbor  Hose  Company  as  well  as  the  Steamer 
Companies.  An  amendment  was  made  that  this  raise  in  pay  include 
members  of  the  Harbor  Hose  Company  and  it  was  so  voted.  The 
necessary  amount  to  cover  this  action  has  been  added  to  the  budget. 

Art.  34.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00 
for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  heating  plant  at  the  engine  house  at 
the  Center,  to  conform  to  the  insurance  and  garage  laws  of  the  state. 

Art.  35.    A  motion  to  install  an  electric  siren  was  lost. 

Art.  36,  \'oted  to  accept  from  the  Harbor  Hose  Company, 
the  Ford  fire  truck  presented  to  the  towTi  by  them.  This  truck  to 
be  located  at  the  Harbor  at  all  times  and  to  be  maintained  at  the 
expense  of  the  town. 

On  motion  of  C.  B.  Willard  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered 
the  Harbor  Hose  Company  for  their  gift  to  the  town.

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AuTicLi;  1.  Mr.  ('.  A.  l^ackard  for  the  committer  mado  the 
following  report: 

The  Committee  on  Sanitation  have  met  several  times,  j^oing 
over  the  situation  very  carefully.  If  room  is  taken  in  the  j)resent 
building,  it  will  necessitate  putting  another  class  in  Memorial  Hall, 
which,  as  you  all  know  from  a  previous  report  made  to  the  town, 
means  that  additional  room  for  toilets  to  accommodate  the  increase  in 
school  children.  This  would  mean  the  expenditure  of  a  thousand  or 
more  dollars,  which  is  of  no  practical  value  after  the  school  is  taken 
out  of  the  hall.  The  Selectmen  are  opposed  to  any  additional  use  of 
Memorial  Haljl  for  the  school,  the  majority  of  the  committee  were 
opposed  to  taking  any  space  in  the  present  school  building  for  toilets, 
as  the  scheol  is  crowded  for  room  at  the  present  time. 

Finally  your  committee  were  agreed  that  Alfred  Brewer  should 
be  consulted  to  see  what  might  be  done.  He  suggested  that  we  build 
on  the  back  of  the  main  building  and  against  the  wing.  The  addi- 
tion to  be  two  stories  in  height  with  a  floor  space  14x32  feet.  Out 
of  this  space  would  be  required  a  corridor  10  feet  in  width.  The  last 
idea  seems  the  most  feasible  and  your  committee  are  agreed  that  it 
is  about  the  only  thing  that  we  can  do. 

The  inspectors  are  satisfied  with  the  proposed  change  as  they 
have  seen  the  plans.  There  is  a  great  deal  to  be  done  in  making 
the  change,  plumbing,  heating,  septic  tank,  foundation,  changing 
windows,  doors  in  the  old  building  and  putting  up  the  new  addition, 
all  of  which  must  comply  with  the  state  requirements.

REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


In  siil)mittinp;  our  rqwrt  for  1925  we  can  assure  the  voters  and  ^ 
tax  payers  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  town  are  in  first-class  con- 
dition, nearly  all  departments  showing  a  credit  balance. 

The  treasurer's  report  will  show  a  substantial  book  surplus.  Right 
here  we  wish  to  impress  on  the  voters  that  there  is  a  vast  difference 
between  a  book  surplus  and  an  actual  surplus.  Our  book  surplus  is 
largely  made  up  of  unpaid  taxes  and  is  not  available  for  appropria- 
tion until  these  taxes  are  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer. 

You  will  readily  see  how  important  it  is  that  all  taxes  should  be 
paid  in  the  year  in  which  they  were  assessed. 

For  every  thousand  dollars  which  is  out  in  taxes,  your  tax  rate 
for  the  coming  year  will  be  increased  approximately  50  cents  per 
thousand.  Let  every  one  see  that  his  taxes  are  paid  before  the  annual 
town  meeting  so  that  this  surplus  can  be  used  and  thus  lower  your 
tax  rate. 

Highways:  During  the  past  year,  as  for  several  years,  the  town 
has  wwked  in  conjunction  with  the  state  under  Chapter  81  of  the 
General  Laws  in  the  maintenance  of  our  highways.  This  has  resulted 
in  the  gradual  improvement  in  our  roads.  We  most  certainly  recom- 
mend the  continuance  of  this  plan. 

Sidewalks:  During  the  past  year  $500.00  appropriated  by  the 
towTi,  with  a  like  amount  paid  by  abutters,  has  been  expended  in  the 
building  of  new  sidewalks.  This  is  a  great  improvement  to  the  town 
and  we  would  recommend  that  the  same  plan  be  followed  and  a  like 
amount  appropriated  for  the  coming  year.

REPORT  OF  OVERSEERS  OF  POOR 


To  I  lie  Cilizcns  of  Toivnsend: 

The  Hoard  of  Charities  herewith  submits  its  annual  report. 

This  department  may  be  regarded  as  performing  an  important 
part  in  town  government,  for  while  other  departments  are  created 
for  safety  of  people  and  property,  its  is  through  the  Overseers  of 
Poor  that  aid  is  rendered  the  less  fortunate,  making  it  possible  for 
them  to  exist  with  a  degree  of  comfort.  The  cost  annually  is  about 
$6500.00. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  department  was  unable  to  close  the 
year  with  a  clean  slate,  there  remaining  unpaid  bills  to  the  amount 
of  about  $775.00,  and  the  responsibility  for  this  situation  rests  largely 
on  those  who  made  up  the  budget;  in  view  of  the  increased  cost  of 
some  of  the  cases  it  was  unfortun^^te,  one  case  increasing  from  $4.00 
to  $16.10  a  week,  while  others  went  from  $4.00  to  $5.00  a  week. 

Of  the  unpaid  bills,  one  for  $205.00  dates  back  to  1923  and 
1924,  for  support  of  two  children  whose  claim  was  based  on  settle- 
ment of  grandfather,  the  father  having  died  before  acquiring  a 
settlement.  Believing  the  town  no  longer  responsible,  and  being  ad- 
vised to  do  so,  the  bills  were  many  times  denied  and  returned,  but 
after  much  correspondence  it  was  legally  found  that  Tov/nsend  was 
liable  and  hence  must  settle,  but  further  responsibilit}^  ceased  in 
February,  1924.  Referring  to  town  report  for  that  year  you  will 
find  a  balance  of  $1251.44. 

During  the  year  1924  the  department  was  called  upon  to  pay 
the  sum  of  $161.08  for  hospital  bills,  for  people  whose  legal  settle- 
ment was  in  Townsend,  but  who,  while  amply  able  to  pay  amounts 
due,  repeatedly  refused  to  do  so.  After  waiting  a  reasonable  time 
the  department  was  obliged  to  meet  obligations,  and  proceeded 
through  counsel  to  recover;  of  this  amount  $95.79  has  been  paid  to 
the  Treasurer.    (See  Treasurer's  report.) 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  perhaps  do  not  know  the  signifi- 
cance of  a  settlement,  it  may  be  well  to  explain  that  according  to 
law,  a  person  who  has  lived  in  a  city  or  town  five  consecutive  years 
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without  receiving  aid  from  that  city  or  town,  has  estabhshed  a  legal 
residence  or  settlement  and  may  thereafter  receive  assistance  if 
needed;  should  the  person  then  move  to  another  place  and  there 
appeal  for  aid,  same  will  be  given  and  charged  to  place  of  settle- 
ment— such  a  case  cost  Townsend  $178.77  last  year. 

Here  again  it  may  be  of  interest  to  the  citizens  to  know  that 
for  one  hospital  case,  the  town  was  responsible  to  the  amount  of 
$662.48,  part  of  which  is  included  in  unpaid  bills,  and  for  board 
and  care  of  two  other  members  of  same  family  the  cost  was  $357.99, 
making  a  total  of  $1020.47  for  one  family  for  one  year.  This  is 
according  to  law,  and  the  Overseers  have  no  control  over  the  situation. 

A  suggestion  has  been  made  to  repair  the  small  house  on  farm 
property  and  place  there  some  one  of  those  for  whom  the  town  pays 
rent;  much  of  fuel  may  be  picked  up  and  there  would  be  a  garden 
spot.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  town  pays  for  rents  $504.00  a 
year — $42.00  a  month,  the  Overseers  believe  this  a  subject  for  con- 
sideration. 

OUTSIDE  RELIEF 

During  the  year  13  families  have  been  aided  by  Outside  Relief, 
and  sickness  and  old  age  were  responsible  for  part  of  the  expenditure. 
There  were  three  children  under  care  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  one  tubercular  patient  at  a  sanitarium,  and  one  case 
having  no  settlement,  a  State  case,  which  means  that  the  Common- 
wealth reimburses  the  town  for  amount  expended.  On  June  15  a 
patient  was  taken  to  Worcester  State  Hospital.  Total  expenditure 
for  the  year  was  about  $2500.00  and  reimbursements  from  all  sources 
received  to  date  are  $185.92.    See  Treasurer's  report  for  items. 

There  are  $131.73  yet  due  which  will  be  received  in  1926. 

TOWN  HOME 

Under  new  management  the  Town  Home  underwent  many  much 
needed  repairs  and  the  interior  has  been  newly  papered  and  painted, 
adding  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  contentment  of  the  inmates,  who 
seem  more  cheery,  and  not  for  years  has  there  been  at  the  Home 
such  bright  and  wholesome  atmosphere  as  at  present. 

For  the  last  few  years  no  appropriation  has  been  made  for  re- 
pairs, a  custom  which  formerly  existed,  and  the  time  is  at  hand 
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when  the  roof  should  ])e  shingled  and  the  outside  would  l)e  much 
improved  by  a  coat  of  paint. 

There  are  five  inmates;  during  the  year  one  died  and  one  was 
admitted. 

I'he  amount  expended  for  support  of  the  Home  was  about 
3 500.00  and  the  total  receipts  ^958 A2.  Cost  of  each  inmate,  each 
week,  $9.72.  While  the  receipts  were  less  than  last  year,  there  is  a 
noticeable  increase  in  farm  produce,  while  formerly  the  main  items 
making  the  revenue  were  board,  team  work,  and  hay.  See  Treasu- 
rer's report  for  items. 

The  Overseers  are  pleased  to  announce  that  during  the  Christ- 
mas and  New  Year  holidays,  the  inmates  were  made  happy  by  re- 
membrances from  churches,  societies,  and  friends;  and  for  the  joy 
extended  these  otherwise  lonely  people,  we  extend  thanks  and  ap- 
preciation and  hope  the  practice  will  continue. 

WORTHY  POOR 

At  the  close  of  1924  the  balance  of  the  trust  fund  was  $50.00. 
During  the  year,  dividends  to  the  amount  of  $28.54  were  received, 
making  a  total  of  $78.54.  Disbursements  for  the  year  were  $56.93, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $21.61.   See  Treasurer's  report  for  items.

CHIEF  ENGINEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1925: 

Total  number  of  calls,  56,  as  follows: 
32  Chimney  fires 

8  Grass  and  brush  fires 

2  Outside  calls 

1  Needless  call 
13  Fires  in  buildings  from  other  causes. 

Value  of  property  endangered  $243,800.00 
Loss  on  property  12,075.00 
Insurance  paid  6,975.00 

The  number  of  calls  the  past  year  is  a  record  for  this  depart- 
ment. While  the  loss  has  been  quite  heavy,  I  consider  the  town  is 
quite  fortunate  that  it  has  not  been  much  greater;  several  fires  had 
they  had  a  few  minutes  more  start  would  have  resulted  in  a  very 
heavy  loss. 

The  department  is  seriously  handicapped  by  delay  in  getting 
horses  to  move  the  apparatus.  It  takes  time  for  teams  to  come  from 
all  parts  of  the  village  to  make  a  hitch.  What  the  town  needs  is  an 
up-to-date  pump,  motor  driven,  equipped  with  modern  appliances. 
Such  a  piece  of  apparatus  located  in  the  Center  would  give  all  parts 
of  the  town  more  and  better  protection  than  they  now  have  from  the 
entire  fire  department. 

I  firmly  believe  that  in  five  years'  time  what  would  be  saved  in 
losses  would  pay  twice  over  the  cost  of  such  a  piece  of  apparatus. 

Townsend  is  falling  behind  all  neighboring  towns  as  regards  fire 
equipment,  nearly  all  are  equipped  with  motor-driven  apparatus.  The 
large  number  of  chimney  fires  is  a  menace.  These  can  almost 
entirely  be  eliminated  if  people  will  only  clean  out  their  stove  pipes 
and  chimney  as  far  in  as  they  can  reach.    Chimney  fires  nearly  all 
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start  in  the  smoke  pipe.  If  everyone  would  take  down  his  stove  pipes 
once  in  two  months  during  the  cold  weather  and  clean  them  I  am 
confident  that  nine  tenths  of  our  chimney  fires  wouki  be  avoided. 

I  also  urge  every  one,  particularly  the  storekeepers,  not  to  allow 
the  accumulation  of  rubbish  and  inllammable  material.  There  has 
been  in  the  past  year  some  improvement  along  this  line  but  there  is 
still  much  to  be  desired. 

At  the  recent  fire  in  the  Tenney  block  it  was  shown  what  an 
accumulation  of  rubbish  may  do.  Whether  this  fire  caught  from  rats 
and  matches  or  spontaneous  combustion,  the  fact  remains  if  there  had 
been  no  accumulation  of  rubbish  there  would  have  been  no  fire. 

Let's  all  get  together  and  remove  as  far  as  possible  all  fire  haz- 
ards.

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A  REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  DONE  BY 
THE  MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE 

In  iiiK  Town  of  Townsknd  for  iijf  Yi<;ar  1925 


An  appropriation  of  v1^2 50.00  was  made  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  support  of  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  in  Agriculture 
and  Home  Economics.  The  following  is  a  report  of  the  work  done 
by  this  organization  in  Townsend  for  the  year  1925: 

In  Agriculture  an  Extension  School  was  held  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  some  of  the  local  problems  and  making  plans  for  the  com- 
ing year's  work.  In  addition,  a  meeting  of  Finnish  farmers  of  Town- 
send  was  held  just  over  the  line  on  the  edge  of  Lunenburg  which  was 
attended  by  28  people.  Subjects  relating  to  fruit  growing,  alfalfa 
and  poultry  production  were  taken  up.  A  home  garden  meeting  was 
held  but  very  poorly  attended. 

In  home  economics  two  canning  demonstrations  were  held  at  each 
of  which  13  women  were  present.  A  group  of  10  women  attended  a 
course  of  meetings  on  clothing  and  another  similar  group  took  up  the 
subject  of  children's  clothing.  Two  large  meetings  were  held  on  the 
subject  of  millinery. 

At  the  4-H  Club  activities  28  members  were  enrolled  in  the  cloth- 
ing, food,  bread  and  canning.  Accomplishments  were  shown  at  the 
achievement  program  held  at  one  of  the  spring  moving  picture  per- 
formances. 

Motion  pictures  were  shown  eight  times  to  a  total  audience  of 
2415. 

A  total  of  20  farm  visits  have  been  made  in  the  town  and  help 
was  given  on  the  individual  problems  of  various  farmers.  Many  of 
the  fruit  growers  in  the  town  profited  by  receiving  the  spray  service 
postal  cards  which  w^ere  sent  out  from  time  to  time  during  the  spray 
season. 

In  addition,  several  county-wide  meetings,  such  as  the  County 
Picnic  at  Concord,  the  Annual  Extension  Service  meeting  at  Waltham, 
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meetings  for  fruit  growers  and  poultrymen  and  Leaders'  Training 
meetings  for  homemakers  have  been  held  during  the  year  and  were 
attended  by  many  of  the  Townsend  people.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


At  the  close  of  school  year  there  were  six  resignations.  Miss 
Weiffenbach  returned  to  college;  Miss  Earle  went  to  Canton  high 
school;  Mr.  Chapman  to  Brewster  Free  Academy;  Miss  Martin  to 
a  primary  school  in  her  home  town,  Milton,  Mass.;  xMrs.  l.itch,  a 
local  lady  moved  from  town,  and  Miss  Childs  resigned  to  be  married. 

While  six  out  of  1  6  is  a  large  number  to  lose,  the  percentage  is 
about  the  s^me  as  our  average.  7'his  percentage  is  too  high  and  the 
changes  endanger  our  schools  continually.  It  is  a  safe  estimate  that 
at  least  one  in  ten  of  our  beginners  will  not  be  successful  even  after 
a  careful  trial,  and  those  who  are  successful  lose  considerable  time 
adjusting  themselves  to  local  conditions.  If  this  is  to  be  repeated 
year  after  year,  we  must  reckon  on  a  loss  of  from  one  to  four  weeks 
of  schooling  because  of  the  changes  or  because  of  inexperienced  or 
unsuccessful  teachers. 

The  records  seem  to  indicate  this  weakness  has  existed  ever  since 
our  high  school  was  established.  We  have  continued  each  year  with 
the  idea  that  next  year  would  be  better,  that  if  we  could  replace 
one  or  two  inefficient  teachers  we  would  have  an  ideal  faculty.  We 
sometimes  have  encouraged  proper  resignations  in  order  to  prepare 
for  these  ideal  conditions,  only  to  find  that  the  teachers  we  wished 
to  retain  had  also  secured  positions  elsewhere.  Again  we  secured  a 
new  corps  of  teachers  and  again  found  that  some  were  not  successful. 

Interpreting  this  in  money  values,  we  pay  $1200  to  beginners  in 
the  high  school,  and  if  the  teacher  is  successful  we  offer  $1300  for 
her  second  year's  service,  but  we  find  this  amount  does  not  prevent 
her  from  accepting  a  position  elsewhere.  It  would  be  more  economical 
to  offer  $1500  the  second  year  and  retain  our  best  teachers  than  to 
repeat  the  experience  of  the  year  before  and  risk  the  selection  of  a 
new  group  in  which  experience  has  taught  us  we  are  sure  to  include 
some  who  are  not  successful.  We  not  only  could  keep  more  of  our 
best  teachers,  but  the  effect  would  be  salutary  upon  all  beginners  if 
they  knew  that  excellence  would  be  rewarded. 
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The  beginners  from  the  Normal  school  secure  $950  their  first 
year,  and  a  selected  group  are  able  to  command  higher  salaries.  If 
we  can  raise  this  salary  to  $1200  after  an  experience  of  one  year 
under  present  conditions  we  will  be  able  to  retain  suitable  teachers 
for  the  grades.  At  present  the  normal  schools  are  training  at  state 
expense  an  adequate  supply  of  lower  grade  teachers.  There  is  also 
a  large  number  of  college  graduates  who  are  willing  to  teach,  but 
the  supply  of  those  of  experience  or  of  sufficient  training  in  teaching 
is  decidedly  limited.  In  the  primary  and  intermediate  grades  teach- 
ing ability  makes  the  successful  teacher,  but  for  the  upper  grades 
and  high  school  we  must  look  for  teaching  ability,  scholarship,  and 
power  to  discipline.  Larger  towns  and  the  cities  realize  that  college 
graduates  who  have  had  at  least  one  year  experience  are  the  only  ones 
who  will  measure  up  to  this  standard.  The  state  tries  to  help  us  to 
compete  with  the  larger  towns  and  contributes  ^250  a  year  toward 
the  salary  of  each  senior  high  school  teacher,  or  a  total  of  about 
vS950.  If  we  can  use  this  sum  in  the  senior  high  school  and  an  equal 
sum  in  the  upper  grades  or  junior  high  school  to  increase  salaries 
above  our  minimum  offered  beginners,  we  can  retain  our  most  de- 
sirable teachers. 

If  we  are  forced  for  financial  reasons  to  continue  our  policy  of 
employing  inexperienced  teachers  we  must  show  a  lenient  attitude 
toward  the  young  people  who  come  to  teach  in  our  schools. 

The  sustained  interest  in  bookkeeping  and  shorthand  indicates 
that  these  courses  will  claim  a  permanent  position  in  our  program. 
Bookkeeping  will  be  offered  two  years,  and  shorthand  and  typewriting 
as  a  combined  course  will  be  offered  three  years.  Many  schools 
offer  shorthand  only  two  years  and  typewriting  the  same  length  of 
time  as  a  separate  course.  As  we  have  so  few  machines,  we  have 
combined  the  two  subjects  into  a  single  course  which  meets  five  times 
a  week.  A  small  group  at  a  time  is  assigned  to  practice  on  the  type- 
writers. 

There  is  a  demand  for  training  in  typewriting  coming  from  a 
large  number  who  do  not  study  shorthand  but  do  expect  to  have 
access  to  machines.  Most  town  offices,  small  places  of  business,  and 
even  homes  are  learning  to  appreciate  the  typewriter,  and  this  is  re- 
flected in  the  schools  by  the  large  number  who  wish  to  be  started 
correctlj^  in  the  use  of  the  machine.    Even  adults  have  expressed  a 
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(UsiiT  to  receive  (his  lrainin«^.  'I'his  indicates  that  the  time  may 
come  when  a  brief  course  should  he  given  to  all  pupils  in  a  certain 
grade. 

We  purchased  live  machines  this  year  at  a  cost  of  ^?>S0.  For 
])roper  teaching  there  should  he  as  many  machines  as  there  are  pupils 
in  the  group  being  instructed,  which  means  that  we  should  have  at 
least  a  dozen  machines,  and  to  accommodate  all  those  who  wish  to 
receive  this  training  there  should  be  even  more. 

1  call  especial  attention  to  the  principal's  request  for  a  hall  suit- 
able for  school  purposes.  Our  town  hall  is  not  always  available  and 
not  entirely  suitable  for  health  training.  This  problem  will  be  before 
us  until  a  hall  is  built  suitable  for  basket  ball  and  other  physical 
exercises.  No  doubt  the  town  will  provide  such  room  when  the  schofjl 
building  problem  is  solved. 

The  risk  to  the  children  from  automobiles  is  becoming  greater 
each  year.  There  has  been  one  accident  in  each  of  my  three  towns 
the  past  year,  but  only  one  fatal.  We  should  not  wait  for  several 
fatal  accidents  before  controlling  the  situation.  Our  children  are  in 
the  streets  at  every  recess,  yet  we  have  no  control  over  the  traffic 
continually  passing  through  the  groups  at  play.  Automobiles  even 
have  access  to  the  school  yard  and  use  it  as  they  would  a  highway. 
I  believe  that  the  school  yard  at  least  should  be  one  place  in  town 
that  is  safe  from  automobiles.  This  will  require  serious  thought, 
but  if  we  value  the  lives  of  the  children  it  is  worth  careful  considera- 
tion. At  West  Townsend  we  can  easily  prevent  automobiles  from 
entering  the  yard,  but  at  the  Center,  where  we  always  have  included 
the  highway  in  our  playground  and  used  the  yard  as  a  highway,  we 
have  a  very  difficult  problem. 

About  a  hundred  children  remain  at  the  Center  building  during 
the  noon  hour.  The  main  room  is  used  as  a  dining  hall  under  the 
supervision  of  one  of  the  teachers.  It  is  impossible  to  supervise  these 
children  properly  under  present  conditions.  The  building  provides 
no  place  for  recreation  and  the  playground  is  not  w^ell  defined.  As 
a  consequence  the  pupils  are  inclined  to  roam  about  the  town.  Al- 
though I  have  received  no  recent  complaints,  I  realize  that  the  schools 
should  assure  the  parents  that  all  pupils  are  carefully  supervised 
during  the  entire  school  day. 

I  am  not  sure  what  the  solution  of  this  problem  should  be.  I 
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believe  the  teachers  are  doing  about  all  that  should  be  expected  of 
them.  We  might  provide  better  facilities  for  the  lunch  period,  or  we 
could  provide  leadership  and  supervision  in  games,  or  both.  At  West 
we  have  30  pupils  during  the  noon  hour,  but  we  have  a  hall  that 
always  is  available  for  games  or  for  other  purposes. 

We  have  continued  to  employ  a  school  nurse  one  day  a  week 
from  the  Fitchburg  District  Nurse  Association  at  $10  a  day.  Con- 
siderable interest  is  taken  in  health  lessons,  as  was  shown  by  the 
exhibition  of  health  teaching  given  in  the  town  hall  last  May.  We 
expect  to  have  a  dental  clinic  or  employ  an  oral  hygienist  some  time 
during  the  spring  term,  but  our  plans  are  not  complete. 

Health  conditions  have  been  improved  wonderfully  at  the  Center, 
where  a  modern  system  of  toilets  has  been  installed  to  replace  the 
old  w^orn-out  Smead  system  which  was  placed  in  the  basement  about 
24  years  ago. 

The  town  should  remember  that  the  basement  of  the  West  school 
has  not  been  completed  and  that  indoor  toilets  have  not  been  pro- 
vided. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  in  our  town  is  too  well  known 
to  need  comment.  For  five  years  we  have  hauled  water  from  a  spring 
in  five-gallon  bottles.  When  we  began  to  do  this  the  spring  was  in 
excellent  condition,  but  recently  it  has  become  fouled  so  that  an  im- 
mediate change  is  desirable. 

The  schools  at  the  Center  began  a  week  late  in  September  on 
account  of  the  failure  to  complete  the  new  toilets  on  time.  The  fall 
term  was  only  15  weeks  instead  of  16  weeks  as  planned.  Unless  a 
schedule  can  be  devised  to  make  up  this  time  during  the  winter  and 
spring  terms,  the  schools  will  extend  into  July,  which  usually  is  very 
unpopular.  The  suggestions  are  made  that  we  make  the  vacations 
include  two  coming  holidays,  that  school  hold  sessions,  on  Saturdays, 
or  that  we  make  a  special  effort  not  to  use  the  no  school  signal. 

The  law  requires  the  high  school  to  keep  at  least  180  actual 
school  days,  but  we  commonly  keep  from  185  to  192  days.  Last 
year  the  average  for  the  state  was  187  days.  Our  grade  record  for 
the  same  is  about  eight  days  less  each  year.  This  has  been  a  ver^^ 
favorable  year  for  school  attendance.  The  weather  has  been  excel- 
lent and  there  has  been  very  little  sickness.  If  schools  continue  with- 
out a  break,  the  grammar  school  at  West  will  have  completed  190 
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days  in  time  to  close  as  per  the  calendar  ]:)rinted  in  this  reix)rt.  The 
lower  grades  at  the  West  and  the  f  larbor  school  will  have  completed 
182  days.  As  both  these  records  are  high,  we  can  well  afford  to  allow 
one  or  two  days  for  bad  weather. 

I  suggest  that  permission  be  given  the  teachers  and  i)upils  at 
the  Center  to  make  up  the  four  days  they  have  lost,  in  advance  of 
the  regular  closing  time,  so  no  school  will  be  in  session  in  July. 

Even  though  the  no  school  signal  may  not  be  given,  there  are 
days  when  small  children,  and  especially  those  not  well  clothed,  should 
remain  at  home.  Children  properly  shod  may  enjoy  a  stroll  through 
the  slush,  Avhile  those  not  so  protected  may  suffer  severely.  As  we 
can  not  afford  to  close  school  except  on  account  of  the  very  worst 
traveling,  we  must  leave  the  parents  to  judge  whether  children  not 
properly  clothed  should  venture  out  in  extremely  bad  weather.

Transportation  has  been  unusually  good  the  past  year.  Auto- 
mobiles have  been  used  on  all  but  one  of  the  routes  listed  and  the 
weather  has  been  so  favorable  that  horses  have  been  used  but  very 
little.  We  receive  but  few  complaints  about  behavior  on  the  barges, 
perhaps  not  so  much  on  account  of  improvement  in  children's  be- 
havior as  on  account  of  the  brief  time  spent  on  the  route.  Pupils 
improperly  clothed  do  not  suffer  so  much  from  exposure  as  formerly 
in  the  horse-drawn  vehicles.    These  are  the  most  important  reasons 
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for  using  automobiles  for  transporting  children.  A  small  snow  plow 
was  used  on  one  of  the  rural  routes  last  winter  with  considerable 
success,  which  indicates  that  we  may  yet  master  the  transportation 
routes  with  automobile  throughout  the  winter. 

The  five  children  formerly  attending  from  Lunenburg  have  been 
transferred  to  schools  in  their  own  town,  which  change  required  us 
to  provide  different  transportation  for  one  family  at  Vinton  Pond. 
The  Bayberry  Hill  route  now  extends  only  to  West  instead  of  the 
Center  as  last  year.  It  was  necessary  to  start  transportation  on  the 
North  road  a  little  earlier  this  year  to  accommodate  a  child  living 
on  the  road  toward  Dixon  hill. 

The  Harbor  school  has  24  pupils  in  the  first  five  grades.  Grades 
six  to  12  are  transported  to  the  Center.  Of  the  24  attending  eight 
are  transported  from  the  Caper  Corner  section.  The  barge  leaves 
these  at  the  school  and  then  transports  all  upper  grade  pupils  to  the 
Center.

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The  above  table  shows  the  enrollment  by  age  and  grade  on  April 
1,  1925.  I  have  allowed  three  different  ages  or  three  years  for  each 
grade  and  enclosed  these  in  black  zigzag  lines.  Those  to  the  right 
of  the  black  lines  are  over-age  and  those  to  the  left  are  under-age. 
Parents  may  study  this  table  to  determine  the  comparative  standing 
of  their  own  children.  If  the  age  and  grade  falls  to  the  right  of 
the  zigzag  lines  the  pupils  should  receive  special  attention.  If  there 
is  good  reason  for  this  retardation,  such  as  sickness  or  a  late  start, 
the  pupil  may  advance  regularly  and  graduate  a  few  years  over-age. 
If  the  pupil  has  failed  in  more  than  one  grade  he  likely  will  need 
very  special  attention  in  order  to  graduate.  Sometimes  these  over-age 
pupils  are  doing  well  in  school  and  need  only  to  be  encouraged  to 
go  along  at  their  own  rate  and  graduate,  even  though  their  classmates 
may  be  younger.  Parents  usually  find  it  less  difficult  to  encourage  these 
pupils  to  continue  after  they  have  entered  high  school  where  they 
may  associate  with  children  their  own  ages. 

The  long  black  vertical  lines  indicate  the  time  pupils  may  legally 
leave  school.  It  is  significant  that  in  the  first  six  grades  no  pupil 
is  retained  who  legally  would  leave  school,  while  in  the  high  school 
there  are  93  pupils  who  have  the  right  to  leave. 

On  the  whole  the  table  shows  our  standing  to  be  fairly  satis- 
factory. We  may  not  be  able  to  help  many  of  the  over-aged  pupils 
to  skip  grades  and  thus  raise  our  standing,  but  by  careful  teaching 
in  not  overcrowded  classes  we  can  prevent  others  from  failing  and 
thus  prevent  an  increase  in  the  number  of  over-age  pupils.  If  at 
any  time  we  have  10  children  three  years  or  more  retarded  in  mental 
development  we  are  required  by  law  to  provide  a  special  teacher  for 
them.

Classes  in  tj^pewriting  have  been  added  to  the  Commercial 
course  and  such  a  large  number  of  students  have  elected  this  subject 
that  the  five  new  machines  are  inadequate  for  the  work  required. 
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The  need  for  a  hall  for  assemblies,  physical  education,  and  ath- 
letics is  greatly  in  evidence.  Regular  daily  exercises  are  given  when 
the  weather  permits,-  but  through  the  winter  months  and  on  stormy 
days  this  work,  which  is  required  by  state  law,  cannot  be  carried 
out.  Our  basket  ball  teams  have  the  use  of  Memorial  Hall  for  their 
games,  but  seldom  have  the  opportunity  to  get  the  practice  necessary 
for  a  successful  team. 

The  faculty  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  scholastic 
standing  of  the  student  body  is  high.  The  daily  attendance  is  much 
higher  than  it  was  last  year  for  the  same  period.

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TOWN  BY-LAWS 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETJS 

ARTICLE  1— Town  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town,  for  all  departments  of 
the  town,  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  end  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  report  of  the  town  officers  shall  be  distri- 
buted, by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  each  resident  voter  and  tax  payer,  at 
least  one  week  before  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  town  meeting  on  the  re- 
port of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the  subject-matter 
shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling  such  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  complete  set  of  books 
wherein  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  each  specific  appropriation 
and  the  orders  that  have  been  drawn  against  it;  shall,  when  any  ap- 
propriation has  been  wholly  expended,  immediately  make  a  report  of 
the  fact  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  head  of  the  department  under 
whose  direction  the  work  for  which  the  appropriation  was  made  is 
carried  on;  at  the  close  of  each  order  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  he  shall  send  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment having  the  disbursement  of  the  appropriation  a  statement 
of  the  balance  remaining  subject  to  draft;  he  shall,  in  his  annual  re- 
port, give  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
town  for  the  past  financial  year,  giving  the  amount  of  each  specific 
appropriation,  showing  to  whom  paid,  the  amount  and  object  of  the 
expenditures  therefrom,  the  receipts  from  each  source  of  income,  the 
charge,  if  any,  in  the  town  debt,  and  shall  include  a  list  of  all  debts 
incurred  and  not  paid,  up  to  and  including  December  31  each  year, 
showing  to  whom  due,  for  what  due,  and  the  amounts.    Said  state- 
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ments  shall  be  arranged,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  conform  to  the 
schedule  of  the  Division  of  the  Municipal  Statistics  of  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics,  of  the  Commonwealth. 

ARTICLE  II.— Streets 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle,  or  other  ani- 
mals, with  or  without  a  keeper,  in  any  street  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle  or  team 
to  any  of  the  trees  planted  or  reserved  for  shade  or  ornament  in  any 
public  highways,  streets,  or  public  lands  in  the  town  or  to  any  struc- 
ture put  up  for  the  protection  of  such  trees;  or,  except  for  necessary 
repairs,  drive  into  such  trees  or  structures  any  nails,  spikes,  or  hooks, 
or  staple  or  affix  signboards  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  No  owner  or  person  for  the  time  having  the  care  or 
use  of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  shall  ride,  drive  or  permit 
the  same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than  10  miles  an  hour  in  any  streets 
or  public  highway  of  the  town,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  death, 
accident  or  fire. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  any  pub- 
lic street  or  way  of  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes  or  garbage,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  immediate  removal  therefrom. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  make  any  marks  or  post  any  bills  up- 
on any  wall,  fence,  post,  bridge  or  other  structure  within  the  limits 
of  any  street  or  public  highway  in  said  town,  without  having  first 
obtained  permission  in  writing  from  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  any  of  the  streets, 
public  highways  or  public  lands  or  commons  of  the  town. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  coast,  course  or  slide  down,  in  or  along 
any  of  the  sidewalks,  streets  or  public  ways  of  the  town,  except  at 
such  places  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regiilations  as  the  Select- 
men shall  first  designate  and  specify  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  ball,  stones,  sticks 
or  other  missiles  within  any  of  the  streets  or  public  ways  of  the  town ; 
or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  public  grounds  of  the  town  without  per- 
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mission  of  the  Selectmen  first  obtained  in  writinj^,  but  this  section 
shall  not  aj)ply  to  any  of  the  grounds  connected  with  any  of  the  school 
buildings  of  said  town. 

Six.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol  or 
firearms,  or  set  fire  to  any  material  known  as  fireworks,  or  throw  any 
such  lighted  fireworks,  in,  into  or  across  any  of  the  public  streets, 
public  highways  or  sidewalks  of  the  town. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding sections  of  this  article  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing ^20  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  com- 
plaint before  any  trial  justice  or  district  court  in  the  County  of  Mid- 
dlesex having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  Constables, 
and  Police  Officers  to  prosecute,  and  any  person  injured  may  prose- 
cute any  violations  of  any  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  article, 
by  complaint  as  hereinbefore  mentioned;  providing,  however,  that  all 
prosecutions  shall  be  commenced  within  one  month  from  the  date  of 
such  violation. 

Sec.  12.  All  penalties  recovered  from  violation  of  any  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
town,  to  be  applied  to  such  as  the  town  from  time  to  time  shall  direct. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  as 
junk-collectors,  to  collect,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals, 
and  second-hand  articles  from  place  to  place  in  the  town,  and  they 
may  provide  that  such  collectors  shall  display  badges  upon  their  per- 
sons, or  upon  their  vehicles,  or  upon  both,  when  engaged  in  collecting, 
transporting  or  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles; 
and  may  prescribe  the  design  thereof.  They  may  also  provide  that 
all  articles  of  merchandise  therein  and  any  place,  vehicle  or  receptacle 
used  for  the  collection  or  keeping  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  may  be 
examined  at  all  times  by  the  Selectmen  or  by  any  person  by  them 
authorized  to  make  such  examination. 
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ARTICLE  IV 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  for  the  town, 
to  which  shall  be  referred  all  articles  in  any  warrant  hereafter  issued 
for  a  town  meeting.  The  Selectmen,  after  drawing  a  warrant  for  a 
town  meeting,  shall  immediately  forward  a  copy  thereof  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  said  committee,  which  shall  consider  all  articles  in  the 
warrant  and  make  such  report,  in  print  or  otherwise,  to  the  town 
meeting  as  it  deems  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town.  The  said  com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  five  persons  to  be  appointed  as  provided  in  the 
following  section. 

Sec.  2.  The  moderator  of  the  town  meeting  when  this  by-law 
is  adopted,  shall,  within  30  days  after  such  by-law  becomes  effective, 
appoint  from  the  citizens  of  the  town  one  person  whose  term  of  office 
shall  expire  at  the  adjournment  of  the  first  annual  meeting  following 
the  time  when  this  law  becomes  effective;  two  whose  term  of  office 
shall  expire  at  the  adjournment  of  the  second  annual  meeting  follow- 
ing the  time  when  this  by-law  becomes  effective;  two  whose  term  of 
office  shall  expire  at  the  adjournment  of  the  third  annual  meeting 
following  the  time  when  this  by-law  becomes  effective.  Annually 
thereafter  the  moderator  presiding  at  the  close  of  an  annual  town 
meeting  shall,  within  30  days,  appoint  the  one  or  two  members,  as 
the  case  may  be,  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  close  of  the 
third  annual  meeting  after  their  appointment.  Said  committee  shall 
choose  its  own  officers,  and  shall,  with  the  exception  of  the  secretary, 
serve  without  pay.  » 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  committee,  said 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  said  committee  by  the  appointment  of  a 
person  to  serve  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  when 
the  moderator  thereof  shall  appoint,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
original  appointment,  a  successor  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
person  whose  office  has  been  vacated.

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Divi- 
sion of  Highways,  that  a  portion  of  the  sum  available  under  the 
provisions  of  Sections  26,  27,  28,  29,  of  Chapter  81  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended,  be  appropriated  and  expended  in  Townsend. 

Art.  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  several  de- 
partments of  the  town,  viz:  General  Government,  Protection  of 
Persons  and  Property,  Health  and  Sanitation,  Highways  and  Bridges, 
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Charities,  Cemeteries,  Inspection,  Schools,  Public  Library,  Recrea- 
tion, Care  Soldiers'  Graves,  Soldiers'  Benefits,  Interest,  Town  Debt, 
and  unclassified  items,  a  detailed  list  of  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Budget. 

Art.  5.  To  choose  a  committee  for  the  suppression  of  vice 
and  to  prosecute  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town. 

Art.  6.  To  choose  an  agent,  or  agents,  to  prosecute  and  de- 
fend all  suits  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  power  to  employ  counsel. 

Art.  7.  To  decide  whether  the  money  refunded  to  the  town 
on  account  of  dog  licenses  shall  be  used  for  the  Public  Library  or 
for  Schools. 

Art.  8.  To  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  revenue  for  the  financial  year  1926. 

Art.  9.  To  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  revenue  for  the  financial  year  1927. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $250.00,  or  some  other  amount,  and  elect  a  director,  the 
money  to  be  expended  by,  and  the  director  to  serve  in  cooperation 
with  the  County  Agricultural  Trustees  of  the  Middlesex  County  Ex- 
tension Service  in  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Sections  40  to  45,  Chapter  128,  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  building  new  sidewalks. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  sidewalk  on  School 
street  along  the  land  of  George  E.  Gates. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  building  of  a  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  school 
house  and  engine  house  at  West  Townsend. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  with  cement  the  wood 
approach  on  the  east  side  of  the  bridge  on  Main  street,  Townsend 
Center,  from  the  bridge  to  the  present  cement  walk.
